A t Deadline

shadow of 
a crippling m aritim e 
strike lifted from the nation's busy 
waterfronts to d a y -th e big tie-up 
cancelled exactly one minute before 
It was *o begin. 
A hectic, nick-of-tim e settlem ent 
ended the prolonged and stormy la­ 
bor dispute even as crews were quit­ 
ting the!* ships and picket lines 
termed. 
The airtem ent, which seven m ari­ 
time unions hailed as a sweeping 
victory, saved 
the 
country 
from 
having a third m ajor labor em er­ 
gency piled on top of the coal and 
rail crises. And it heralded peace - 
at least tem porarily—in the ship­ 
ping industry for the first time since 
last July. 
“Unprecedented” Triumph 
Because of the last-m inute nature 
of the settlem ent some confusion 
prevailed in several American ports. 
as seam an and dock workers dis­ 
cussed ratification of the wage-hour 
pact. 
But an announcem ent by Harry 
Bridges and Joe Curran that It rep­ 
resented an 
’‘unprecedented” tri­ 
umph for the unions was counted 
on to expedite approval 
by the 
rank-and-file and insure no im ­ 
portant Interruption in m erchant 
m arine operations. 
“We'll keep 'em sailing.'' promised 
Curran, who is co-chairm an with 
Bridges of the Committee for M ari­ 
time Unity. 
The break in the strike th reat 
deadlock came last night a t ll p. in. 
• BBT), after a long day of suspense 
and an evening of helter-skelter 
chaos at the Labor departm ent. It 
was then union leaders and em ­ 
ployers began signing tile docu­ 
ments th at m eant they had agreed 
at last. 
Only 60 .seconds later the strike 
deadline arrived In New York, Bos­ 
ton, Philadelphia and oilier east 
coast ports. While strike plans went 
into effect along some waterfront* 
before settlem ent news was received, 
the nation a t large quickly learned 
the crisis had been surm ounted. A 
long strike of CIO dock workers, 
seamen, engineers and radio op­ 
erators had been averted. 
Three Facts Emerge 
Today these m ain facts emerged 
from Hie settlem ent of tile most 
complex and confusing big labor 
dispute in recent years. 
1. A powerful new labor alliance, 
the Committee for Maritime Unity 
«CMU) , composed of seven unions 
claiming 214,000 members, had sailed 
successfully through Its first test 
under 
the 
Joint 
lcaderslup 
of 
Bridges and Curran. 
2. 
By threatening a disastrous 
strike it I lad won from tile govern­ 
m ent and the private ship operators 
large arage increases and other con­ 
cessions. 
3. Not only that, but it served 
notice it will "come again” in Sep­ 
tember. Bridges agreed to the settle­ 
m ent only as far as Septem ber 30. 
and said his west coast longshore­ 
m en will seek still higher pay a t 
th a t time. CIO radio operators and 
engineers also have contracts ex­ 
piring September 30. 
M eantime AFL sailors—not rep­ 
resented in the CMU negotiations 
here—were seeking more pay 
In 
wage talks a t San Francisco and 
New York. Assistant Labor Secre­ 
tary John Gibson, when asked how 
last night’s settlem ent would affect 
the AFL men, replied merely: "they 
are negotiating on both coasts now'. 
I assume they will work. out an 
agreem ent.” 
Tile newly-won CMU agreem ents 
give seamen: A wage increase of 
$17.50 a m onth, retroactive to April 
I, and a dollar an hour overtime pay 
for Sunday work at sea and for S at­ 
urday and Sunday work in port, ef­ 
fective today. 
30 Per Cent Raise 
Tile Labor D epartm ent estim ated 
til at all told, a seam an’s m onthly 
pay check, will rise about $50. F rank 
J. Taylor, chairm an of Hie negotiat­ 
ing conunittee for 39 eastern ship­ 
ping companies, estim ated th a t this 
w as a 30 per cent increase on the 
average. 
Most seamen work a 56-hour wreek 
at sea and 44 hours in port. They 
will continue tills schedule bu t will 
be paid overtime after 48 hours at 
sea and 40 in port. 
Bridges’ CIO longshoremen got an 
increase of 22 cents an hour, which 
was recommended M ay 13 by a fact- 
finding board. Bridges wanted 35 
cents originally, and held out until 
alm ost the end for 23 cents. Tile 
22-cent raise is retroactive to last 
October I, this cash to be paid no 
later th an next October 31st. C urran, 
Bridges, and the other union heads 
reconunended 
tile 
settlem ents 
to 
their members.

Has Become Symbol 
“It certainly is a thrill to join 
with my Biglerville neighbors in 
this ceremony. I deeply appreciate 
the honor of being on this program. 
I also wish to congratulate every­ 
one W’hose patriotism inspired this 
celebration of Flag Day and every­ 
one whose efforts have contributed 
to its success. It is so appropriate 
to set aside each June iourteenth 
to renew our pledge of fealty and 
devotion to Old Glory. 
“Flag Day was first officially rec­ 
ognized as a holiday 69 years ago. 
T h at was in 1877 when America 
celebrated the 100th anniversary of 
the adoption of the Stars and Stripes 
by the Continental Congress. 
“Since that day the Flag has 
come to represent far more than 
th© original thirteen colonies and the 
existing forty-eight states. It has 
become the symbol of protection to 
even* freedom-loving hum an being 
on the face of the earth. It has be­ 
come the symbol of hope for all In 
despair; the symbol of a haven for 
the homeless and of food for the 
starving. And. significantly, it has 
become the object of hatred to the 
tyrant. 
Misgivings Today 
“We honor the Colors today in 
this peaceful Pennsylvania country­ 
side. But let us turn our thoughts 
backward, and, for a moment, re­ 
fresh our memories. W hat a con­ 
tra st between our calm observance 
of this Flag Day to the scene on 
Okinawa just a year ago! On June 
14, 1945, after a bitter struggle, the

Tile 169th birthday of the Amer­ 
ican flag wa* observed with a pro­ 
gram and ceremonies in the court 
room a t the court ho ase Friday 
night with an address by Dr. Harvey

’’Our flag today is 169 years old,” 
I Mr. Brown said. "It was declared the

I congress in 1777. 
“We have lived under it in time 
I of peace and time of war. We have 
jast finished a war. This year there 
Is peculiar significance in rededicat­ 
ing aurae! vjcs. to thf flag because the 
end of hostilities has not brought us 
the peace that we expected.” 
Dr. Hoover used the Elks' flag 
ritual for the greater part of his ad­ 
dress, tracing the history of the flag 
from the day when Henry Cabot 
planted the Red eros* of England 
on the shores of Labrador to the 
present flag of the 48 states Boy 
Scouts presented each flag as the 
history was unfolded. 
Tribute lo Elks 
Second was the Pine Tree flag 
used at Bunker Hill, and others in­ 
cluded tile “snake” flag of 1776-1777, 
with the words "Don't Tread on 
Me.” tile first "Stars and Stripes,” 
which had the crosse* of St. George 
and St. Andrew in the field, and was 
the flag first hoisted by John Paul 
Jones; the flag of 1777 with 13 
stripes and 13 stars, baptized by 
fire at Ft. Schuyler; the flag of 
1814 with 15 stripes and 15 stars, 
which inspired Francis Scott Key to 
write Hie national anthem at Ft. 
McHenry, and the present flag, au­ 
thorized by Congress in 1818, with 
13 stripes of red and w*hite and a 
star for cadi state. 
Dr. Hoover declared that the flag 
is tile oldest national emblem in 
continuous use by any country. Pay­ 
ing tribute to the Elks lodge for
